ILL BLOCK ALL RAILWAY LINES 


HIS ESCAPE FROM 


With Cleverly Forged 
Passes, the Noted German 
Bomb Thrower and An- 
other Convict Get by the 
Government Guard. 


HAD SERVED 2 MONTHS 
OF EIGHT-YEAR TERM 


Officials Expect Prisoner to 
Try to Reach Some Port 
and Take Passage for His 
Native Land—Warden Of- 
fers $100 Reward. 


Robert Fay, German conspirator, 
sent to the United States penitentiary 
for a term of eight years following 
his conviction in New York on charges 
of conspiracy to destroy vessels and 
cargoes, together with William Knob- 
lock, of Baltimore, who was serving 
an 18 months’ sentence for using the 
mails to defraud, escaped from the 
federal prison at 2:30 o’clock Monday 
afternoon. a 

Attired in the blue overalls, the uni- 
form of the prisoners, and with the 
aid of a cleverly-forged pass, the two 
men succeeded in passing two guards, 
one a prisoner-guard and the other a 
regular guard, and made a clear escape. 

Fay had been in America six months 
at the time of his arrest and convic- 
tion in New York. He is a man of 


culture and had made numbers of! 
friends at the prison. 

MEN WERE EMPLOYED IN 
ELECTRICAL DEPARTMENT. 


“ Both Fay and Knobleck had been’ 


working as electricians at the prison. 
Knobiock was an electrical engineer | 
and Fay a mechanical engineer. For 
some time the two men have been 
working about the prison, especially in 
the new annex, an additional cell-wing, 
now under construction. This wing 
connects with the main corridor of the 
cell and during its erection about 100 
men are constantly employed there. 
The door leading from the corridor to 
the wing is a heavy steel door and it 
was here that the prisoner-guard was 
placed. 

Eaeh day the hundred 0»prisoners 
passed him and it was nothing new 
to see two electricians, equipped with 
their appliances, apply for leave to 
pass. When the forged pass was ex- 
tended, the guard readily allowed the 
men to enter the new wing. Unob- 
served the men made their way to the 
end of the building and from there to 


the gateway in the great concrete wall, 
at which steod the regular guard. 
SUCCEED IN PASSING 

SENTRY AT STATION. 

Here the two men accosted J. W. 
Pouncey, the guard, and stating that 
they had been sent to repair some arc- 
lights just outside the wall and at 
the home of Warden Zerbst they en- 
tered the gate. Reaching the outside, 
to avoid suspicion, the two men climbed 
a pole, worked on some wiring con- 
nected with a large arc-light there for 
several minutes and then descended to 
the ground. Calling to the guard at 
the gate that they were to examine 
and do some work on the big arc-light 
near the home of the warden, the two 
men continued on their way. Once be- 
yond sight of the sentry they cut 
across the grounds in front of the war- 
den’s home, took a path which led to 
the road beyond the house, and it is 
believed reached the railroad tracks be- 
yond. Here, prison officials think, they 
walked up the track until some train 
passed which they succeeded in “hop- 
ping.” 

MILKMAN DISCOVERS 
ESCAPING CONVICT. 

Not until a milkman, who was driv- 
img down the road, reported to the 
authorities that he had seen men 
in prison uniform walking down. the 
road toward the tracks, was the ruse 
discovered. Immediately the great whis- 
tle at the prison was sounded, the pris- 
oners were assembled and checked up, 
and it was found that Fay and Knob- 
lock were the two men who had suc- 
ceeded in making their escape. Guards 
were sent immediately to follow, in the 
hope of rearresting them, but no fur- 
ther trace of them could be found.

Rumanians and Russians 
Join in the Carpathians 
And Strike at Hungary 


ALLIES ADVANCE 
UN BALKAN FRONT 


French Moving Towards 

the Ljumnica River and 
Serbians Marching on Ve- 
trenik—Strong Bulgar At- 
tacks Repulsed. 


Paris, August 29.—The French are 
making progress toward the Ljumnica 
river and the Serbian army is advanc- 
ing on Vetrenik, says a war office 
communication on operations in Mace- 
donia. Strong Bulgarian attacks north- 
west of Lake Ostrovo were repulsed 
by the Serbians. The statement says: 

“There is nothing new cn the Struma 
line. Since yesterday there have been 
lively artillery actions around Lake 
Doiran and on the banks of the Var- 
var, where we destroyed the Marzenci 
aviation field west of Lake Doiran. Our 
progress continues in the direction of 
the Ljumnica river. 

“The Serbian army yesterday con- 
tinued its advance toward Vetrenik 
and repulsed strong Bulgarian attacks 
on Hill 1, 506, northwest of Lake Os- 
trovo, and farther to the south. A 
number of prisoners, including several 
officers, remained in Serbian hands. 

“The Bulgarian official communica- 
tions continue to allude to alleged suc- 
cesses on the wings toward the sea, 
and south of Koritza, southwest of Flo- 
rina. In reality, since the beginning 
of operations the Bulgarians have oc- 
cupied only the undefended portion of 
Greek territory, while west of Lake 
Ostrovo the Serbian left wing has 
stopped all enemy attacks and has in- 
flicted heavy losses.” 


Leréen, August 29.—A British offi- 
cial statemént regarding military oper- 
ations in Greece issued this afternoon 
says: 

“There were no developments on the 
Struma or Doiran fronts.” 


BRILLIANT GAINS 
MADE BY ITALIANS 


Along the Trentino Front 
the Austrians Have Been 
Driven From Strong Posi- 
tions—Heights Are Taken. 


Sharp fighting is in progress in 


northern France, on the Russian front, 
and between the Austrians and the 
Italians, though no great battle is re- 
ported. 

The . Italians report considerable 
gains. In the Posina valley on Monte 
Cimone and near the Avisio the Aus- 
trians have been forced to give further 
ground. Notable among the gains of 
the Italians is the capture of Monte 
Cauriol at an altitude of 8,000 feet. The 
Austrians are still shelling the Italian 
positions in the Lower Isonzo region, 
the Upper Copdevole valley and in the 
valleys of the But and Fella rivers. 

An attempt by the Germans to ap- 
proach British trenches near Pozieres 
stopped by the British, was the only 
move made by infantry in the British 
lines. There is still considerable ar- 
tillery activity in this region, however. 
Along the front held by the French bad 
weather halted operations. 

On the eastern front from the Riga 
region to the Carpathian in Galicia the 
day passed without momentous hap- 
penings. 

In the Caucasus region near Lake 
Van the Russjans have gained addi- 
tional successes over the Turks. 


ITALIANS TAKE 
MONTE CAURIOL. 


Rome, August 29.—(Via London.)— 
“Along the Trentino front, in spite of 
persistent bad weather,” says the offi- 
cial statement issued today, “our troops 
gained some brilliant successes. 

“In a skirmish on the northeastern 
slopes of Monte Majo, in the Posina 
valley, we drove back the enemy with 
heavy loss, taking about twenty pris- 
oners. 

“On Monte Cimone the effective fire 
of our trench mortars compelled the 
enemy to withdraw on a section of 
his front north of the summit. 

“In Fassa, area of Avisio, after fierce 
fighting, our Alpine troops gained pos- 
session of the rocky peak of Monte 
Cauriol, which rises abfilptly 2,496 
meters (8,000 feet). The position was 
promptly consolidated, and is being 
strongly held. There we took about 
thirty prisoners. : 

“The enemy used much artillery 
against our positions on Monte Sief, 
in the upper Cordevole, on Castelieto 
Tofana, and in the upper valleys of the 
But and Fella. 

“On the lower Isonzo the outskirts 
of Gorizia and Gradisca were occasion- 
ally shelled. 

“An enemy aeroplane dropped bombs 
and arrows on the Cortina (Ampezzo 
basin), but without causing damage. 

“Yesterday along the whole battle 
front our first-line troops cheered the 
entry into the war of Rumania, our 
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Desperate Fighting’ Is Re- 
ported — The Rumanians 
Are Trying to Capture the 
Mountain Passes. 


AUSTRIANS IN RETREAT 
BEFORE RUMANIANS

Vienna Admits That a “Far- 
Reaching Encircling Move- 
ment by Strong Rumanian 
Forces” Forced Austrians 
to Retire. 


King Ferdinand of Rumania has or- 
dered a general mobilization of his 
forces and is reported to have gone to 
the front personally to take command 
of his army. 

The Rumanians already are reported 
to be: making furious efforts to cap- 
ture passes in the eastern Carpathians 
leading into Hungary, and are de- 
clared to be fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der with Russian troops coming from 
Bukowina. 

While Berlin says that Rumania’s 
attempts to pierce the passes have been 
futile, Vienna admits that, owing to a 
“far-reaching encircling movement by 
strong Rumanian forces,” Austrian 
advanced detachments have been forced 
to withdraw. 


GREECE TO JOIN 


BLEASE IS LEADING 


ENTENTE ALLIES. 

What Greece's attitude will be as a 
result of Rumania’s joining the entente 
allies is still problematical, but un- 
official advices to London express the 
belief that she soon will throw in her 


lot with the entente. A pro-entente ! Marshal von Hindenburg 


demonstration in Athens passed a reso- 
lution saying that if the people were 
not heard in their demand that Greece 
join the entente, ‘‘we must take counsel 
as to what is to be done to minimize 
the ruin which awaits us.” 

Occupation by the Bulgarians of 
Kavala is declared to have intensified 
the feelings of the Greeks, who are 
said to be willing to follow former 
Premier Venizelos in any action he may 
advise. Venizelos is strongly pro- 
entente. 


RUSSIANS JOIN 
RUMANIAN FORCES. 


Zurich, August 29.—(Via Paris.)—Ru- 
manian troops which have been con- 
centrated at Jassy, near the Russian 
frontier, entered Transylvania at a 
point to the west of Piatra, and ac- 
cording to information received here 
are reported to have joined forces 
with Russian troops coming from Buk- 
owina. 

The first hostilities between Ruma- 
nia and Austria-Hungary broke out on 
Sunday evening south and southwest 
of Kronstadt (Brasso.) Skirmishes also 
are reported farther west at Col Tour 
Rouge. 


Berlin, August 29 .—(By Wireless. )— 
The junction of Russian and Ruma- 
nian forces in the Carpathians is in- 
dicated in the official announcement 
from the war office today, which says 
fighting has occurred with Russo-Ru- 
manian troops. 


HARD FIGHTING 
ON THE BORDER. 


London, August 29.—Desperate fight- 
ing on the border between Rumania 
and Hungary is reported in an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Berne, 
Switzerland.

AUSTRIANS RETREAT 
BEFORE RUMANIANS. 


Vienna, August 29.—(Via London.)— 
An official statement from -general 
headquarters reads: 

“At all the passes of the 600-kilo- 
meter Rumanian mountain front our 
frontier guards engaged “the enemy 
successfully. Only a far-reaching en- 
circling movement of strong Rumanian 
forces obliged our advanced detach- 
ments to withdraw, according to plan, 
to a posifion prepared in the rear. 


Berlin, August 29.—(Via London.)— 
Reports were received here today that 
the Rumanians have been defeated in 
their first efforts to force a way 
through three mountain passes into 
Hungary. . 

The following details of the first field 
action between the Rumanian and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian forces are _ available 
here:

Kaiser William Has. Dis- 
missed Gen.. von Falken- 
hayn and Named Field 


Chief of Staff. 


Berlin, August 29.—(Via Copenhagen 
to London.)—-The emperor has dis- 
missed General Erich von Falkenhayn 
and appointed Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg chief of the general staff. 


Copenhagen, August 30.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Ritzaus News agency pub- 
lishes a dispatch giving the official 
announcement of General von Falken- 
hayn’s dismissal by the emperor as 
chief of the general staff and the ap- 
pointment of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg to the post. 

General von Ludendorff von FHinden- 
burg’s chief of staff, the dispatch adds, 
has been appointed first quartermaster | 
general. 


The recent appointment of Von Hin- 
denburg to the supreme command of 
the German armies on the Russain 
front came when Rumania was con- 
sidered on the verge of a decision and 
German newspapers indicated that it 
had a political bearing. Germany was 
credited with the belief that the pres- 
tige of Von Hindenburg would favor- 
ably impress Rumania. 

As chief of staff, Von Hindenburg 
doubtless has withdrawn from the Fast 
to Berlin. 

General von Falkenhayn early in the 
war was placed in charge of Emperor 
William’s headquarters in place of the 
late Lieutenant General Helmuth von | 
Moltke, then chief of staff, who was | 
ill, and later succeeded Von Moltke, 
at the same time remaining minister 
of war. 

Later he resigned as minister of 
war and was succeeded by General 
Adolf Wild von Hohenborn.

RAILROADS ORDER 
FREIGHT EMBARGO 


Shipments of Perishable 
Goods and Live Stock 
Won't Be Accepted—The 
Order Due to Strike. 


New York, August 29.—The an- 
nouncement here tonight by the New 
Haven railroad that because of the 
impending railroad strike it would re- 
fuse all shipments of freight which 
cannot be delivered before 7 a. m. on 
September 4, brought out the fact that 
Similar action is being considered by 
the other roads entering the city. 

Albert T. Hardin, vice president of 
the New York Central, said tonight 
that A. H. Smith, the president, was 
expected from Washington tomorrow 
and that the question of an embargo 
probably would be gone into. 

Financiers for Arbitration. 

Inquiry today among railroad direc- 
tors and important financial interests 
affiliated with railroads indicated no 
change of attitude in respect to the 
railroad strike situation. Although the 
negotiations at Washington have been 
in charge of the railroad presidents, it 
is well understood here that the ui- 
timate decisions in their dealings with 
the employees and the president have, 
with few exceptions, rested in the hands 
of the executive committees of the va- 
rious boards of directors, many of 
whom are the most important financiers 
ef the country. 

These men, for the most part, one of 
them said today, are for inststence to 
the end upon the principle of arbitra- 
tion and will not back down, come what 
may. It was also asserted that when 
the railroad executives delivered their 
answer to the president today the last 
word on the railroad side had been said. 

Congress, it was pointed out, has now 
the power to prevent a strike Dy enact- 
ing the president’s legislation, but it 
was strongly hinted that the railroads 
might call into question the constitu- 
tionality of the proposal to enforce an 
eight-hour day. 

To Move Milk Trains. 


Railroad traffic officials indicated 
here today that every effort would be 
made in event of a nation-wide rail- 
road strike to operate sufficient trains 
to transport milk and perishable food- 
stuffs through a system of promotion 
of men from other departments. 
Skilled machinists and engineers in 
other industries would operate these 
trains, it was asserted, together with 
the most efficient of loyal railroad 
employees. 

An appeal was mailed to the presi- 
dents of all railroads by the New York 
milk committee today urging the op- 
eration of milk trains be continued if 
a strike takes place. To representa- 
tives of the employees a similar ap- 
peal was dispatched.

CHICAGO PREPARES 


FOR GREAT STRIKE. 

Chicago, August 29.—Chicago, the 
greatest railway center in the world, 
fought in the face of local difficulties 
today to transfer thousands of cars of 
freight in time for the cars to reach 
their destination’s ahead of September 
2, the date declared by many western 
railroads tonight for an embargo on 
perishable freight. 

A strike of freight handlers in the 
local yards of several railroads, which 
threatened to become general within 
24 hours, hit Chicago just at the time 
railway officials were swamped with 
transfer traffic, sped up because of the 
threatened trainmen’s strike. 

The embargo on perishable freight, 
railway officials said, will principally 
affect live stock. Exceptionally heavy 
receipts of hogs, cattle and sheep at 
the Chicago, Kansas City, East St. 
Louis and other markets are anticipat- 
ed before the embargo becomes ef- 
fective. 

When railroads were striving to pre- 
pare for the strike, manufacturers of 
the middle west gathered in Chicago in 
an eleventh-hour attempt to find some 
means of avoiding it. At a conference, 
called by the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association, and attended by repre- 
sentatives of similar associations from 
many states, resolutions were intro- 
duced urging that President. Wilson in- 
sist on the principle of arbitration. 

Chicago’s freight yards today were 
scenes of extraordinary activity. Prep- 
arations were made to handle every 
single carload of freight possible be- 
tween now and the date set for the 
threatened strike, September 4. 

At the same time railway officials 
laid plans to operate trains with non- 
union men, or non-strikers, within the 
railway brotherhoods’ membership in 
the event of a strike. Some of the 
officials said they would operate 25 
per cent of the regular traffic out of 
Chicago from the minute a strike was 
declared and could build up this service 
until it was practically normal within 
thirty days. 

Chicago officials prepared for possi- 
ble trouble in the event of a strike. 
Police Chief Healey today issued or- 
ders cancelling all furloughs of mem- 
bers of his force and recalling all mem- 
bers who are on furloughs.

THE LEGISLATION 


Brotherhood Heads Are at 


Loggerheads Over Ques- 
tion While Railway Presi- 
dents Believe Wilson’s 
Plan Would Make Strike 
Difficult—Wilson Proposes 
Eight-Hour Day and Com- 
pulsory Investigation of the 
Other Issues _ Involved.

Washington, August 29.—President 


Wilson, laying the railway strike> sit- 
uation before congress today with 
recommendations for legislation, ad- 
vanced the crisis to a stage where the 
next developments depend upon two 
points. 


They are: 
Whether the legislation he proposes 


can be passed. 


If enacted will it be effective to pre- 


vent a strike already called for 7 a. m. 
September 4. 


Neither of these questions can be 


answered tonight.

The railway presidents, favorable to 


President Wilson’s plan in the main, 
think it would make it difficult for the 
strike to begin. 


Meanwhile, although negotiations 


between the employers and men were 
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broken off today by the rejection of 
the president's latest proposal for ar- 
bitration, President Wilson is continu: 
ing hig efforts to bring the two sides 
together on some form of agreement. 
Efforts which’ might well be described 
as almost superhuman are: being ¢x- 
erted to that end tonight. 

When the brotherhood leaders this 
morning rejected the latest proposal 
of the railroads and definitely set the 
strike for Labor day without further 
notice President Wilson decided to 
lay the whole situation. before con- 
gress. Before a joint session of house 
and senate and with solemn recital 
of the distress and disaster a strike 
would bring to the country, he pro- 
‘posed a plan of legislation. 

WHAT WILSON 


PROPOSES. 

This is the president's proposal in 
his own language: 

First, immediate provision for the 
enlargement and administrative re- 
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organization of- the interstate com- 
merce commission along the lines 
embodied in the bill recently passed 


‘by the house of representatives and 
"now awaiting action by the senate; 
‘in order that the commission may be 


enabled to deal with the many great 
and various duties now devolving up- 
on it with a promptness and @ 
thoroughness which are with its pres- 
ent constitution and means of action 


practically impossible. 

Second, the establishment of an eight- 
hour day as the legal basis alike of 
work and of wages in the employment 
of all railway employees who are ac- 
tually engaged in the work of operat- 
ing trains in interstate transportation. 

Third, the authorization of the ap- 
pointment by the president of & small 
body of men to observe the actual re- 
sults in experience of the adoption of 
the eight-hour day in railway trans- 
portation alike for the men and for the 
railroads: its effect in the matter of 
operating costs, in the application of 
the existing practices and agreements 
to the new conditions, and in all oth- 
er practical aspects, with the provision 
that the investigators shall report their 
conclusions to the congress at the ear- 
liest possible date, but without recom- 
mendation as to legislative action; in 
order that the’ pwblic may learn from 
an unprejudiced source just what ac- 
tual developments have ensued. 


FOR AN INCREASE 
OF FREIGHT RATES. 


Fourth, explicit approval by congress 
of the consideration by the interstate 
commerce commission of an increasé 
of freight rates to meet such addi- 
tional expenditures by the railroads as 
may have been rendered by the adop- 
tion of the eight-hour day and which 
have been offset by administrative re- 
adjustments and economies, should the 
facts disclosed justify the increase. 

Fifth, an amendment of the existing 
federal statute which provides for the 
mediation, conciliation and arbitration 
of such controversies as the present, by 
adding to it a provision that in case 
the methods of accommodation now 
provided for should fail, a full’ public 
investigation of the merits of every 
such dispute shall be instituted and 
completed before a strike or lockout 
may lawfully be attempted. 

Sixth, the lodgment in the hands of 
the executive of the power, in case of 
military necessity, to take control of 
such portions and such rolling stock 
of the railways of the country as may 
be required for military use and to op- 
erate them for military purposes, with 
authority to draft into the military 
service of the United states such train 
crews and administrative officials as 
the circumstances require for their safe 
and efficient use. 

Immediately after the president had 
delivered his recommendations congress 
set about to see how they might be 
enacted into law. The senate inter- 
state commerce committee, which has 
before it bills prepared .to carry out 
the plan, did not get a quorum and 
will meet tomorrow morning. The 
house leaders announced their inten- 
tion of waiting on the senate’s action. 


WILSON CONFERS 
WITH LEADERS. 


Tonight President Wilson had a con- 
ference in Speaker Clark’s room at the 
capitol. Beside the president and the 
speaker the conferees included Repub- 
lican Leader Mann, Democratic Leader 
Kitchin, Representative Sterling, of 
Illinois, the ranking republican of the 
house interstate commerce committee, 
and Representative Adamson, the chair- 
man. No definite conclusions were 
reached. 

President Wilson confided to advis- 
ers tonight his earnest hope that the 
brotherhoods, recognizing the fairness 
with which he has treated them, would 
yield to his request that they rescind 
their strike order pending action by 
congress. He asked the leaders to do 
so at their conference last night, but 
they refused flatly, saying they had 
no power to do so. President Wilson 
takes the position that in view of his 
reaommendations to congresea the 
brotherhoods have nothing to gain and 
much to lose if they carry out their 
Strike order, because he believes under 
such circumstances public opinion will 
Stand against them. 

The president intends to use all his 
influence to hasten action in congress 
but should there be delay he intends 
to appeal to the patriotism of the lead- 
ers and their duty to the public not 
to persist in calling the strike at this 
time. With the issues now set forth 
before the country, the president ex- 
pects the public to make known to the 
brotherhoods its opposition to a strike 
regardless of the merits of the con- 
troversy.

The brotherhood heads, having 
knowledge of the president's proposal 
for compulsory § investigation, an- 
nounced their intention to fight it in 
congress, and, if possible, to get sepa- 
rate votes on that and the eight-hour 
day proposal, which they favor, hoping 
to beat the former and enact the lat- 
ter into law. Genefally they expressed 
satisfaction with the president's ad- 
dress feeling that it hit the railroads 
harder than it did them. 

Although the railway presidents feel 
that in the face of Mr. Wilson's s8ug- 
gestions for legislation the employees 
cannot afford to strike, they have not 
overlooked any element of preparation 
for the strike order. Provision has 
been made to police every mile of 
track and yards of all the great east- 
ern systems, where the! brotherhoods

No general 
agreement was reached today on the 
question of embargoes. With varying 
conditions @ach road was expected to 
act for itself. 


ROADS TO FIGHT 
INDIVIDUALLY. 


The roads will fight a strike in‘livid- 
ually and not coliectively. Many of 
them, the executives deciare, will be 
run more than 50 per cent efficient, 
particularly on several western lines, 
where there is a personal sense of loy- 
alty to the management, or where the 
proposal to strike was not encouraged 
and not supported so strongly 4s on 
some eastern roads. What percentage 
of their trains the eastern roads can 
operate is guess work. At one time 
there was a plan to operate only 50,- 
000 miles of the 240,000 or more in the 
United States, for traffic on main ar- 
teries north, south, east and west. It 
was abandoned, however, becausé it was 
pointed out that the sympathy of the 
public and its support of the railroad 
position might depend to a large de- 
gree on the train service and the ca- 
pacity of the roads to continue to trans- 
port the necessities of life. 

The railroad presidents and managers 
who remain here will continue consid- 
eration of plans to meet the strike sit- 
uation, but will watch congress and 
the brotherhood chiefs. 

Although they are not expected open- 
ly to oppose an eight-hour day, it was 
apparent tonight that it was_not en- 
tirely satisfactory to them. They are 
not kindly disposed to any congres- 
sional suggestion for an increase in 
freight rates because the shippers of 


the country have come out equarely, 
they say, égainst any added burden of 
the kind. If their hopes were realized 
congress would act on legislation for 
creating a commission for temporary 
government operation at once. 

Although the executives say it seems 
strange on its face that they would 
oppose provisions for a rate increase, 

ey point out that the railroads have 
only in the last few years attained & 
position where they feel that the pub- 
ic has gained a measure of confidence 
in them and their management and they 
are said to believe that another rate 
increase at this time, no matter how 
procured, would set them back many 
years in public regard. 

Some of the presidents who view 
the whole trouble in ite broadest light 
hold the opinion that out of it will 
come agitation for government own- 
ership and an organized effort on the 
part of the other labor organizations, 
the opening of the long predicted 
ot tage struggle between capital and 
abor. 


NO INVESTIGATION 
FOR BROTHERHOODS. 


Brotherhood. heads declined to make 
any statement further than they would 
fight compulsory investigation. The 
eight-hour day with no reference to 
wages is by no means to their liking, 
but they think the railroads will make 
a determined fight on it and they can 
safely leave it alone. 

Brotherhood opposition to the eight- 
hour day plan is based on the ground 
that it does not approach their pres- 
ent demands. They want the eight- 
hour day, they insist, and believe in

its principle, but along with it they 
want their present ten hours’ pay. As 
congress is not empowered to regulate 
Wages, but may duly regulate hours 
of labor in interstate commerce, they 
do not see enough national advantage 
to them in the president’s eight-hour 
day proposal to warrant them making 
a fight for it. 

On the question of whether enact- 
ment of the president’s program. into 
would auto- 
matically prevent the strike, attorneys 
whom the brotherhood heads have con- 
sulted, and even the brotherhood heads 
themselves, have disagreed. Some hold 
that inasmuch as the date on the strike 
order is August 14, when supposedly it 
was drawn and it was actually sent 
out last Sunday, and law enacted since 
that time would have no effect. On 
the other hand, one of the best in- 
formed men of the brotherhoods in- 
sists they would be responsible under 
any law enacted before the strike ac- 
tually went into effect regardless of 
when the strike was ordered. 

When the strike orders were handed 
out last Sunday certain brotherhood 
men said that they were to be held for 
release on a certain date and that at 
a time, generally reported to have been 
September 1, brotherhood leaders here 
would send out a code word putting the 
strike orders into effect three days lat- 
er. No official statement regarding 
that or anv other feature of the strike 
order was forthcoming from the broth- 
erhood heads. 

Today, however, W. G. Lee, head of 
the trainmen, said that the strike or- 
ders would not be released by a code 
word, or any other means. Unless a 
satisfactory settlement is reached, he

SELF-RELEASING.

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If it should develop that a strike,

In His Address to the Joint 

Session the President Re- 
lates in Detail His Efforts 
to Bring Roads and Work- 
ers Together—Eight-Hour 
Day Favored.

Washington, August 
Wilson laid the threatened 
gtrike before congress today in an ad- 
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dress to both houses, assembled in 
joint session. He spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Congress: 

“I have come to you to seek your 
assistance in dealing with a very 
rave situation which has arisen out 
of the demand of the empfoyees of the 
railroads engaged in freight train 
service that they be granted an eight- 
hour working day, safeguarded by 
payment for an hour and a half of 
service for every hour of work beyond 
the eight. 

“The matter has been agitated for 
more than a year. The public has 
been made familiar with the demands 
of the men and the arguments urged 
in favor of them, and even more fa- 
miliar with the objections of the rail- 
roads and their counter demand that 
certain privileges now enjoyed by 
their men and certain bases of pay- 
ment worked out through many years 
of contest be reconsidered, especially 
in their relation to the adoption of an 
eight-hour day. The matter came 
some three weeks ago to a final issue 
and resulted in a complete deadlock 
between the parties. The means pro- 
vided by law for the mediation of the 
controversy failed and the means of 
arbitration for which the law provides 
were rejected. 


Arbitration Refused. 

“The representatives of the railway 
executives proposed that the demands 
of the men be submitted in their en- 
tirety to arbitration, along with cer- 
tain questions of readjustment as to 
pay and conditions of employment 
which seemed to them to be either 
closely associated with the demands or 
to call for reconsideration on their 
OWN merits; the men absolutely de- 
clined arbitration, especially if any of 
their established privileges were by 
that means to be drawn again in ques- 
tion. The law in the matter put no 
compulsion upon them. The four hun- 
dred thousand men from whom the de- 
mands proceeded had voted to strike 
if their demands were refused; the 
Strike was imminent; it has since been 
set for the fourth of September next. 
It affects the men who man the freight 
trains on practically every railway in 
the country. 

“The freight service throughout the 
United States must stand still until 
their places are filled, if, indeed, it 
should prove possible to fill them at 
all. Cities will be cut off from their 
food supplies, the whole commerce of 
the nation will be paralyzed, men of 
every sort and occupation will be 
thrown out of employment, countless 
thousands will in all likelihood be 
brought, it may be, to the very point 
of starvation, and a tragical national 
calamity brought on, to be added to 
the other distresses of the time, be- 
cause no basis of accommodation or 
settlement has been found. 

“Just as soon as it became evident 
that mediation under the existing law 
had failed and that arbitration had 
been rendered impossible by the atti- 
tude of the men, I considered it my 
duty to confer with the representatives 
of both the railways and the brother- 
hoods, and myself offer mediation, not 


J as an arbitrator, but merely as spokes- 


man of the nation, in the interest of 
justice, indeed, and as a friend of both 
parties, but not as judge, only as the 
representative of one hundred millions 
of men, women and children who would 
pay the price, the incalculable price, 
of loss and suffering should these few 
men insist upon approaching and con- 
cluding the matters in controversy 


between them merely as employers and | 


employees. rather than as patriotic citi- 
zens of the United States looking be- 
fore and after and accepting the larger 
responsibility which the public would 
put upon them. 


Argument for Eight-Hour Day.

“These proposals were exactly in 
line, it is interesting to note, with the 
position taken by the supreme court 
of the United States when appealed to 
to protect certain litigants from the 
financial losses which they confidently 
expected if they should submit to the 


regulation of their charges and of. 


their methods of service by public leg- 
islation. The court has held that it 
would not undertake to form a judg- 
ment upon forecasts, but could base its 
action only upon actual experience; 
that it must be supplied with facts, not 
with calculations and opinions, how- 
ever scientifically attempted. To un- 
dertake to arbitrate the question of 
the adoption of an eight-hour day in 
the light of results merely estimated 
and predicted would be to undertake 
an enterprise of conjecture. No wise 
man could undertake it, or, if he did 
undertake it, could feel assured of his 
conclusions, 


Offered Friendly Services. 


“T unhesitatingly offered the friend- 
ly services of the administration to 
the railway managers to see to it that 
justice was done the railroads in 
outcome. [| felt warranted in assuring 
them that no obstacle of law would 
be suffered to stand in the way of their 
increasing their revenues to meet the 
expenses resulting from the change so 
far as the development of their busi- 
ness and of their administrative effi- 
ciency did not prove adeyuate to meet 
them. The public and the representa- 
tives of the public, 1 felt justified in 
assuring them, were disposed to noth- 
ing but justice in such cases and were 
willing to serve those wh? served them 

“The representatives of the brother. 
hoods accepted the plan, but the repre- 
sentatives of the railroads declined to 
accept it. 
not but regard as the practical cer- 
tainty that they will e ultimately 
obliged to accept the eight-hour day 
by the concerted action of organized 
labor, backed by the favorable judg- 
meént of society, the representatives of 
the railway management have felt 
justified in declining a peaceful set- 
tlement which would engage all the 
forces of justice, public and private, 
on their side to take care of the event. 

They fear the hostile influence of 
shippers, who would ‘be opposed to an 
increase in freight rates (for which, 
however, of course, the public itself 
would pay); they apparently feel no 
confidence that the interstate com- 
could withstand 
the objections that would be made. 
They do not care to rely upon the 
friendly assurances of the congress 
Or tne president. They have thought 
it best that they should be forced to 
yield, if they must yield, not by coun- 
sel, but by the suffering of the coun- 


try. 

“While my conferences with them 
were in progress, and when to all out- 
ward appearance those conferences 
had come to a standstill, the represen- 
tatives of the brotherhoods suddenly 


;acted and set the strike for the 4th 


of September. 
No Law for Arbitration. 


“The railway managers based their 
decision to reject my counsel in this 
matter upon their conviction that they 
must at any cost to themselves or to 
the country stand firm for the prin- 
ciple of arbitration which the men 
had rejected. I based my counsel 
upon the indisputable fact that there 
was no means of obtaining arbitra- 
tion. The law supplied none; earnest 
efforts at mediation had failed to in- 
fluence the men in the least. 

“To stand firm for the principle of 
arbitration and yet not get arbitra- 
tion seemed to me futile and some- 
thing more than futile, because it in- 
volved incalculable distress to the 
country and consequences in some re- 
spects worse than those of war, and 
that in the midst of peace. 

“I yield to no man in firm ad- 
herence, alike of conviction and of 
purpose, to the principle of arbitra- 
tion in industrial disputes; but mat- 
ters have come to a sudden crisis in

“The only infantry engagement today | 
besides the usual trench bombing en- 
counters was the approach of a small, 
hostile force toward our trenches near 
the Pozeires windmill, which  wa's 
quickly dispersed by our fire, leaving 
seven men killed.

Topeka, Kas., August 29.—The Atchl- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railway to- 
day placed an embargo on all ship- 
ments of perishable goods and live 
stock effective at once, according to a 
statement issued from the office of J. 
R. Koontz, general freight agent. The 
order also states the company will not 
take the responsibility on other ship- 
ments. 

The order affects the entire railroad 
system, Mr. Koontz said, and will re- 
main in effect until further notice. The 
threatened nation-wide railroad strike 
was said to be responsible for the or- 
der. 

Under the order the railroad will re- 
fuse to accept shipments of live stock, 
butter, eggs and similar commodities.

FRENCH THRUST 
ON VERDUN FRONT 
AND GAIN GROUND 


Paris, August 29.—On the Verdun 
front last night French troops made 
progress near ‘Phiaumont work, the 
war office announced today. German at- 
tacks in the vicinity of Fleury and Vaux 
fort were repulsed. 

Today’s statement reads: 

“Cn the right bank of the Meuse, 
(Verdun front) toward evening our 
troops, under daring leadership, cap- 
tured an appreciable amount of ground 
southeast of Thiaumont wood and took 
about forty prisoners. 

“Toward 11 o’clock at night the Ger- 
mans delivered two attacks, - one

RUMANIA IN THE WAR. 


There are two reasons why Rumania is 
going to play an important part in the Euro- 
pean war. Coming in just at this juncture 
with a fresh army ofa half million men—and 
some put it even higher than this—she will 
at least compel a still longer division of the 
Teutonic armies, thereby weakening their 
fighting power. 

In the second place, she is strategically 
located in the Balkan peninsula, where it is 
probable the most decisive action of the en- 
tire European conflict will be had. 

Alone and of themselves, it has already 
been proven that 500,000, or even a million 
fresh troops, would make comparatively 
small impression in determining the final 
result. England has poured them into 
France; Italy rushed them into Austria; 
wherever it was possible they have already 
been sent against the Teutoni¢ armies with- 
out making serious impression. 

But in the use of her fresh troops Ruma- 
nia has the advantage of strategic location. 
More than that, she has the same advantage 
in the matter of lending her aid toward posi- 
tive achievement on behalf of the Allies. 
Germany and Austria must divide their 
armies to meet her, and one unquestioned 
result of that division must be the weaken- 
ing of the Teuton position in the Balkans. 

If, in addition to the Rumanian decision 
in which actual warfare followed speedily 
upon its announcement, Greece should join 
the Allied powers against her long-time and 
hereditary enemy, Turkey, Germany may as 
well count the Balkan situation as irretriev 
ably lost and-turn her attention to defense 
upon those frontiers where invasion is 
actually threatened. 

But in reality the loss of the Balkan 
_gituation means the loss of the war to Ger 
many. She has been fighting for expansion. 
There is no opportunity for it to the west. 
Her one chance to get anywhere was to dig 
her way through the Balkan states and into 
Asia Minor. This she has attempted with 
out success, and now with Rumania aligned 
against her, and with Italy already having 
declared war and sending assistance to the 
Allies in the Balkans, there isn’t a chance 
of it. If Greece lines up with the Allies 
there will be less than ever. 

Whatever else may be said of Rumania’s 
action, it has undoubtedly settled the Bal. 
kan situation and thrown an insurmountable 
Obstacle in the way of German expansion. 

With the powerful offensive on the part 
of Russia in the east and of England and 
France in the west, Germany has, therefore, 
been put wholly on the defensive and, in the 
absence of weakening on the part of the 
Allies, must continue to occupy that attitude 
for. the remainder of the European cam- 
paign. 

It looks very much, therefore, as if the 
end of the war will depend almost altogeth- 
er on the force and effect of the Allied offen- 
sive. This is what Germany has to cope 
with, and the outcome of the conflict so far 
as she is concerned will of course depend in 
large measure upon the manner in which 
she meets it.

The day of the long-horn, rangy Texas 
steer ig fast passing; and equally rapid is 
the decadence of the scrawny, native scrub 
of the southland. The correspondent re- 
ferred to limits its existence to five years 
hence; and the federal authorities predict, 
too, that five years more will see Georgia 
entirely free from the fever tick. 

What a coincidence! And what a hope- 
ful outlook for the future of the live stock 
industry in Georgia! 


OUR CRITICS ON THE JOB. 


‘Commenting upon the failure of the 
Georgia legislature, recently adjourned, to 
enact the Persons bill, which provided for 
the suspension from office by the governor 
of any Georgia sheriff for failure to do his 
duty in office, until his case could be inves- 
tigated, The Cleveland (Ohio) Plain Dealer 
Says: 


By a vote of 113 to 29 the Georgia house 
of representatives killed a Dill intended 
to decrease the popularity of none. 
The measure was not at all drastic. t 
did not provide for the punishment of 
lynchers or for the criminal prosecution 
of complaisant or weak-kKneed officials 
who are responsible for failure to protect 
prisoners. it merely stipulated that the 
sheriff of a county in which a lynching 
took place should be removed from office. 

It was really littl more than an 
academic expression of disapproval of 
the —— pastime. But Georgia does 
not disapprove of lynching, and the mem- 
bers of the legislature are representative 
of Georgia sentiment. The 29 out of 142 
who voted for the bill are spokesmen for 
the intelligent and enlightened minority, 
which is to be found in any benighted 
American community. 


The Plain Dealer has been among the 
mildest and most conservative of critics of 
Georgia and the south when it comes to the 
question of lynching and mob law. We 
may consider what it has to say, therefore, 
as a conservative expression representing 
the thought and attitude of those who are 
disposed to watch us critically and condemn 
whenever there is opportunity for it. 

The Constitution repeatedly called atten 
tion to the fact that criticism of this char. 
acter would be forthcoming in abundance 
upon the failure of the legislature to enact 
this law. This is an example of it. It is 
not so severe as we might have expected, 
not so severe, in fact, as will be heard from 
some of our more rabid brethren of the 
north and east. ? 

As a matter of fact, The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer states the terms of the proposed law 
more strongly than the bill itself. The pro- 
posal wag not to remove a sheriff from 
office when a lynching took’ place, but 
merely to authorize the governor to suspend 


| him pending investigation into the facts of 


the case. In other words, wherever a lynch- 
ing occurred in a county it was expected 
under the law that the sheriff should show 
cause to the governor why he should not 
be removed; and upon showing made that 
he did his full duty, it would have been the 
duty of the governor to reinstate him. If 
there were any question of injustice in the 
matter whatever the sheriff under accusa- 
tion had opportunity to appeal to and place 
his case before the legislature. 

Certainly, the Persons bill should have 
passed. Conservative Georgians all recog- 
nize the need for it, and that recognition 
will become the keener as time goes on. 

Georgia, sooner or later, for her own 
good, must take emphatic stand for law and 
order, not merely by word of mouth, but 
through emphatic enactment that will leave 
no doubt as to the attainment of positive 
results.

Along the back- 
ward path are the open and free range, tough 
Wiregrass, piney ‘woods  cattle-—countless 
greedy and disease-bearing ticks—the annual 
round-up for the branding of calves, and the 
marketing of the scrawny product in Cuba, 
or for feeding purposes in the west. 

Looking into the future, what we see are 
inclosed farms and ranches, improved breeds, 
pastures and ranges of richer and more ex- 
uberant grasses, the cultivation of forage 
crops, the silos, the dipping vat, the constant 
and individiual care of the herd, and the 
ne ptges | of the product at slaughter houses 
and packing plants erected in our own bor- 
ders. Another factor which is benefiting 
the cattle industry is the introduction of reg- 
istered blooded bulls. 

I predict that within the next five years 
the stock-raising industry in Georgia, Florida 
and Alabama will be doubled, and that with 
improved methods the weight average will 
be largely increased, and more profitable 
prices obtain.

No better evidence of this may be found than 
by a visit to the Shedden farms at Raymond, 
Ga., and the farm of Colonel John D. Little, 
at Palmyra. At the Shedden farms are to be 
seen the Shorthorn breed. Colonel Little 
raises Herefords. 

It costs just as much or more to raise a 
scrub pig, calf, lamb or colt as it does ‘to raise 
a thoroughbred, while the latter, at the age 
of maturity, will sell for more than twice as 
much, 

The decrease in the raising of cattle in 
the west is a serious problem, and it has 
caused the rise in the price of meat. The 
ranchmen are being driven out by the home- 
steaders, and the land in the west that was 
turned over to cattle is being cut up with 
farms. 

With alfalfa, Bermuda, Natal and = cow- 
peas grown everywhere in the south, with 
corn, oats, cotton seed hulls and cotton seed 
meal in abundance and produced at the lIow- 
est possible cost, with the Texas fever, the 
only cattle disease prevalent to any extent 
in the south, eradicated through the dipping

SHORTAGE IN ATLANTA DUE TO STRIKE 


In anticipation of a possible tie-up of 
railroad transportation throughout.the United 
States next Monday, local rail officials and 
dispensers of necessities yesterday began 
precautionary steps whereby to minimize the 
inconvenience on the public’s part in the 
event of the threatened strike taking effect. 

A report given some circulation yesterday 

was to the effect that the Southern railway 
and the Central of Georgia had given notice 
of “an embargo” on all freight shipments, 
effective at midnight, in case the situation 
Should not clear up during the afternoon. 
Officials of both of these roads emphatically 
denied the report, repudiating it as having, 
at least, been premature. Edward H. Shaw, 
assistant freight manager of the Southern, 
said: 
+ ~ “We received instructions from our head 
officials in Washington yesterday to notify 
shippers that an embargo might be declared 
next Monday, and for them to so govern 
themselves as to be prepared. But we have 
declared no embargo, and have had no in- 
tention of doing so before Monday.” 

Up to a late hour last night Central of 
Georgia officials in Atlanta had received no 
such instructions. Still, it was safd that the 
roads generally throughout the country had 
notified shippers that shipments of perish- 
ables which cannot be delivered at destina- 
tion by next Monday, September 4—the date 
set by the railroad brotherhoods for the call- 
ing of the proposed strike—will be refused. 

The prospects of a general strike formed 
the chief topic of conversation in railroad 
and mercantile circles yesterday, but its ef- 
fect upon business was scarcely appreciable. 


Feeling Optimistic, 


No railroad man nor any other citizen 
interested in the situation between the rail- 
roads and the brotherhood workers, attempt- 
ed to minimize the possibility of a general 
strike nor the possible effect of such a strike 
on the public, but the consensus of opinion 
seems to be that a. way will be found to 
avert it. The way out will probably not be 
found until the last minute before the time 
set for the calling of the strike by the broth- 
éerhoods next Monday. 

Some, too, predict that the strike will 
begin, that the railroads will not yield, and 
the movement of the mails will be interfered 
with, and that then Uncle Sam will assume 
complete control of the lines. This, those 
who predict it declare, will eventually lead 
to government ownership. 

Postal authorities were in nowise uneasy 
about the transportation of the mails. 
Neither has any instruction been received by 
Postmaster Bolling H. Jones nor by E. P. 
King, superintendent of the railway mail 
service, anticipatory of possible interference. 
Veteran employees pointed out that in all 
railroad strikes heretofore the strikers vol- 
untarily manned sufficient trains to nandle 
the maifs, and never made any attempt to 
interfere with the mails’ transportation. 


Mails Must Go. 


It is traditional that Uncle Sam’s mails 
have got to go, whether or. no—and nothing 
short of “an act of God” has ever been per- 
mitted to interfere with them. All that the 
postal rules and regulations say about possi- 
ble interference with the free transmissal of 
the mails is: 


“In case of interruption or theatened in- 
terruption in the mail service on railroad 
routes by strikes of the railroad conypanies’ 
employees, it is the duty of the division 
superintendent or his chief clerk to direct 
the attention of the leaders of the strike to 
section 1712, postal laws and regulations, 
and if, after such notice service is actually 
interrupted or existing interference con- 
tinues, they shall report the facts to the 
United States district attorney.” 

Section 1712, postal laws and regulations, 
prescribes the penalty to be inflicted upon 
persons interrupting, or who shall “obstruct 
or retard” the free movement of the mails. 

That no suffering on the part of the peo- 
ple of Atlanta is imminent, even in the event 
of the threatened strike, is the consensus of 
opinion expressed yesterday by Atlanta deal- 
ers in foodstuffs and other necessaries of 
life; yet they all bDespeak caution on the part 
of the buying public. Of course, they say, 
should a rail tie-up occur and remain ef- 
fective for a greatly extended length of time, 
suffering would be bound to follow. 


Avoid Excessive Buying. 


Expressive of the general sentiment of 
the merchants of the city, Scott Allen, gen- 
eral manager of the Rogers’ chain of grocery 
stores, said: 

“There is nothing for the people to get 
excited about, and even im the event of the 
cutting off of all transportation, Atlanta need 
not suffer for food for many weeks to come 
if the people will only act with reason and 
avoid hysteria. 

“There is in stock enough of everything 
to supply our normal trade for 30 to 60 days, 
except, of course, perishablea, such as eggs 
and fresh meats. We caution the public not 
to get excited and, in fear of a shutting off 
of the food supply, rush in and lay in great 
supplies of foodstuffs for the future. That 
would cause the supply to become depleted 
and force us to replenish it at an increased 
cost, and consequently it would have to be 
retailed at an increased cost to the public. 
There is no necessity for that. And I can say 
that we will not sell our present stock on 
hand at an increased cost to the public. So 
long as it lasts it will be sold in the event 
of a tie-up at the same prices at which it 
would have been sold if there should have 
been no strike.” 


Coal Supply Enough. 


Atlanta’s coal supply is sufficient to last 
through any emergency that might be 
caused by the tying up of the railroads 
through the big strike. In the event there is 
no extremely cold weather, the local coal 
supply is sufficient to last one year, and at 
least sixty days in any sort of extreme 
weather, according to statements made by 
local distributors Tuesday. 

“There is no truth in reports that coal in 
the local market is going to advance $1 a 
ton due to the threatened tie-up of the rail- 
roads,” stated J. Beulow Campbell, of the 
Campbell Coal company, Tuesday. “There 
will be the regular seasonal advance for the 
fall and winter weather that takes place 
every year.” 

W. L. Randall, of the Randall Bros., said: 

“Atlanta is not going to suffer in its coal 
supply due to any strike of the brotherhoods. 
The supply in Atlanta yards is sufficient to 
last a whole year if good weather keeps up, 
and not less than sixty days in case of the 
coldest weather. The regular seasonal ad- 
vance will take place on September 1. Coal 
will go up 25 cents a ton. The advance usu- 
ally goes into effect in July or August, when 
coal orders are heaviest.” 

Coal is now selling in Atlanta at $4, $4.50 
and $4.75 a ton. 


WELCH TELLS HOW EMPLOYEES 
OF GEORGIA ROADS WILL STRIKE 


With the return to the city of local repre- 
sentatives of the railway brotherhoods who 
would be affected if a nation-wide strike was 
declared on all the railroad lines in the coun- 
try it became Known officially here that 
orders have been issued all over the state of 
Georgia to prepare for a strike to begin at 
6 o’clock Monday morning, September 4— 
Labor day. The time named is eastern time. 

Orders have been issued from all the rep- 
resentatives of the railway men that they 
must strike at the hour named unless they 
receive orders to the contrary before that 
time.: 

John H. Welch, who was one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Brotherhood of Engineers 
for the N., C. & St. L. railway at the confer- 
ence in Washington, said yesterday that he 
felt the strike was coming and was un- 
avoidaible. 

“The last agreement of the union was that 
they would not seek for any time and a half 
overtime if the railroad officials would grant 
their request for an eight-hour’ day,” he 
stated Tuesday. “Personally, I think that 
the strike is coming. I don't believe it will 
last long, however. 

“I do not favor any rowdyism on the part 
of the men, nor do Il favor any sort of éffort 


on their part to break up any action the roads 
may take. I simply want them to walk out, 
go quietly to their homes and wait there for 
some action by the officials. There is no need 
for any sort of disturbance, and I am op- 
posed to this sort of thing. 

“The unions have nothing to do with the 
movement of the mails. We have taken no 
stand on that matter, and I, for one, don’t 
see where we have any interest. The govern- 
ment has a contract with the roads for the 
movement of the mails and the brotherhood 
men have nothing to do with this contract. 
The government and the roads must work 
out this part of the matter between them- 
selves. 

“If the government and the road officials 
do not come to some agreement on the mat- 
ter before noon on next Sunday they will 
have a hard time preventing the strike. Per- 
sonally, I have sixty or more telegrams to 
send out to the men I represent in the mat- 
ter and each of them has to be sent in code. 
Each of them must also be differently word- 
ed. Others who have the same position I 
occupy in the brotherhood have the same sit- 
uation to contend with, and this makes some 
action by the roads imperative by Saturday 
night if they wish to avoid all trouble.” 


Candler Answered Imperative

~ Jackson, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)— 
Despite a heavy downpour that fell 
as he spoke in the courthouse here 
this afternoon, Hugh Dorsey faced an 
audience pronounced by friend and foe 
alike the biggest and most enthusi- 
astic gathering in many years. 

Prospects of the rain which swept 
the territory, did not deter crowds 
‘which had poured into Jackson over 
every road since noon. It was a sin- 
gularly expressive audience, breaking 
into unrestrained applause at brief in- 
tervals, after catching the spirit of the 
e@peaker with his opening words. 

Dorsey's address, in keeping with the 
inspiration of the audience, .was prob- 
ably the most telling one of his cam- 
paign. The majority of his hearers were 
farmers, scores of whom had brought 
their wives and mothers. The lowest 
estimate put upon the crowd was 600. 

Dorsey was introduced by A. J. Flem- 
' ?mg, a young school principal of the 
community, who predicted that Dor- 
sey, representing the highest princt- 
ples of southern manhood, of achieve- 
ment and of purpose, would sweep 
Georgia in an epochal victory that 
would enthrone him in the statehouse 
chair with but a single ballot of the 
convention. 

“And the triumph of Dorsey,” 
@aid, “will mean the dethronement of 
low political ethics, 
slip-shod state affairs.” 

In substantiation of his fight for re- 
spect of the judiciary and for the in- 
tegrity of the jury verdict, Dorsey is 
citing Georgians to the case of Vir- 
ginia, whose low homicide record is 
accounted for in the fact that for 32 
years no governor has pardoned or 
commuted a prisoner found guilty by 
a jury of murder. For 32 years there 
has not been a lynching in Virginia. 

Crewd at Stone Mountain.

Many estimates of the crowd that 
greeted Dorsey at Stone Mountain 
were 300 or more. Ultra-conservative 
estimates put it at 250. There were 
a number of women in the audience, 
which was very enthusiastic, and gave 
vent to its feelings, applauding at times, 
cheering lustily at others. 
and R. D. Sanders, ardent Dorsey sup- 
porters, reported to the candidate that 
a petition recently circulated in Stone 
Mountain had netted the names of 100 
voters from a canvass of something 
like 125. 

Had the day been fairer and the 
hour later in the afterncon, when the 
many stone’ workers employed in the 
quarries and plants of Stune Mountain 
could have heard him, the Dorsey 
crowd would doubtless have swelled 
beyond the pavilion in which he spoke 
and necessitated an outdoor address. 
The audiences which greeted two op- 
posing candidates recently were re- 
ported to have not exceeded 100. 

Dorsey, Mr. Smith and Dr. Sanders 
were introduced by Carl Guess, whose 
prophecy that Dorsey would carry De- 
Kalb county solidly was vouchsafed for 
in advance by an outbreak of cheers. 


Delivers Five Addresses. 


Dorsey has this day hung up an- 
other precedent for his opponents tv 
aim at. This afternoon’s addiess in 
Jackson was the fifth since he left At- 
lanta this morning by overland route 
at 7:30 o’clock. Despite the fact that 
he had been delayed at Stone Moun- 
tain by the eager crowd of men seek- 
ing to grasp his hand, he was com- 
pelled to deliver a speech at Lithonia, 
where he was introduced by Lon 
Brand, former mayor of the place. 

Between 200 and 300 men, many of 
them having come in their shirtsleeves 
from work, stood in the drizzle in the 
street to hear him. Traffic was 
peded, and the sidewalks in the vicin- 
ity of the postoffice, in front of which 
Dorsey delivered is address, were 
so densely congested that they were 
impasable. The candidate's presence 
and his speech invoked keen enthusi- 
asm. A goodly number had accompa- 
nied him in machines from Stone Moun- 
tain, several miles distant. 

A huge crowd in the main section 
of Conyers gathered when Dorsey’s car 
drove into town. He was compelled to 
deliver a talk of several minutes from 
the sidewalk. It was an unusually 
spirited gathering, and the clamorous 
demand for Dorsey literature came 
near exhausting his supply. The 
length of the reception at Conyers de- 
layed him an hour in reaching Cov- 
ington, where his greeting exceeded 
many of his most enthusiastic recep- 
tions of recent days. 

The bulk of the crowd had assem- 
bled in front of the courthouse. Dor- 
sey’s appearance was the signal for an 
ovation. Introduced by J. .C. Knox 
a prominent attorney, Dorsey's speech 
was spirited and forceful. He created 
a profound impression with an audi- 
ence that was~-very receptive. The 
courthouse was packed by at least 500 
persons, only standing room being 
available by the time the candidate 
mounted the stand.

This will bring the hearing up to the 
point of taking up the proposed re- 
vision of special. commodity rates, 
which will be taken up next Wednes- 
day, September 6, the commission ad- 
journing the rate hearing, upon com- 
pletion of the program up to commod- 
ity rates, until that date. This adjourn- 
ment will likely take place Friday at 
noon. 

The Georgia Shippers’ association, 
through its attorney, W. A. Wimbish,

We oppose the adoption of the 
southern classification as such, even 
though it should be revised or accom- 
panied by such exceptions and com- 
modity rates as would adapt it to use 
within the state. We believe that what- 
ever classification is adopted or made 
should be and remain a Georgia classi- 
fication, wholly within the jurisdiction 
and control of the Georgia state rai}- 
road commission, 

“6. We suggest that the carriers sub- 
mit their exhibits indicating the 
changes proposed in the present Geor- 
gia classification, stating in writing 
the reasons therefor. The’ shippers 
should then be permitted to file their 
exhibits, and if they disagree with the 
carriers with respect to any classifi- 
cation or commodity grouping, should 
be required to state in writing their 
reasons therefor. 

“7. It is suggested that the Georgia 

railroad commission then take up the 
subject with the commissions of the 
several neighboring states similarly 
situated, such as the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia, and endeavor to arrive at a prin- 
ciple of uniformity which may be work- 
ed out in the several states, and have 
substantial conformity each with the 
n> sang and with the southern classifica- 
tion.” 
_ After a conference the commission 
asked the carriers to proceed with the 
explanation of their proposal, and an- 
nounced that the commission would 
take under advisement the suggestion 
of submitting the classification question 
to a committee and announce Its de- 
cision at a later Gate.

Mr. Powe then took up his explana- 
tion, substantially as follows: 

He stated that in asking that the 
southern classification be adopted in 
Georgia, the carriers did so not fron 
the standpoint of possible increase in 
their revenue, but from the standpoint 
of simplifying and making uniform 
and clear practices controlled by classi- 
fication, as well as bringing about con- 
sistent ratings, reflecting elements ob- 
served and employed in modern classi- 
fication making. Such a change, he 
was convinced would be of benefit to 
shipper, producer and manufacturer 
and to the carrier alike, with the pos- 
sibility that it might result in even 
greater benefit to the shipping inter- 
ests than to the carriers. 

After outlining the 
of classification Mr.

uniform practices are most. desir-

or $8 trades in that delivery during the 
entire day. Later months eased off 
right after the call under renewed li- 
Quidation for over the government crop 
report expected on Thursday, while 
some scattered selling may also have 
been prompted by uncertainties of the 
railroad situation and reports of more 
favorable weather in the south. Of- 
ferings were much lighter than they 
were on the previous day, however, 
while private crop reports showed se- 
vere deterioration during August and 
the market firmed up during the aft- 
ernoon on covering and a renewal of 
bull support. October contracts eased 
off from 15.70 to 15.40 during the early 
trading, while.January declined from 
15.80 to 15.59, er about 2 to 6 points 
lower, but rumors that some cotton

New Orleans Rises 21 to 24 Points. 

New Orleans, August 29.—Liquida- 
tion and bearish news had little effect 
on cotton today. The trade appeared 
willing to consider things that en- 
hanced the price but paid little atten- 
tion to developments which were 
against the market. At times. there 
was almost a general disposition to 
even up over the government report 
on condition and the triple holidays 
at the end of the week, but always 
on the recessions fresh buying was seen 
and the result was that the close was 
within a point of the highest of the day, 
at a net rise of 21 to 24 points, and 
the tone was officially called very 
ateady. 

The calling of the railroad strike did 
not work against values. In fact, the 
market rose to new high levels after 
the news of the strike call was receiv- 
ed. While many traders were willing 
to admit that a strike would tie up the 
movement of cotton and cut off mills 
from their supplies, it was pointed out 
that it would also work for a squeeze 
in the near months in the contract 
markets, because of the already small 
stocks there. 

Trading months rose 14 to 16 points 
around the opening in sympathy with 
the sensationally good Liverpool, but 
heavy liquidation met the improvement 
and the market was forced down 5 
‘points under yesterday’s close on the 
near months. From the middle of the 
morning on, however, there was a 
ateady upward movement as the re- 
sult of bullish private condition re- 
ports, some of which showed deterior- 
ation for the month of more than 12 
points.

the neighborhood of 65 would prove less bull- 
ish than‘expected and the market muignt 
seiling as soon as the figures are 
released.

If the condition is 60, the government 
will call the crop 14,350,000 bales and if the 
figures are 62 the government will estimate 
the yield at 11,750,000, in both cases with- 
out linters. 

The trite argument of the bulls is that 
with a crop of that size the consumption 
will exceed the crop and reduce reserve Sup- 
There is somewhere between one-half 
million and one million bales of old cotton 
unsold. The American stocks could be re- 
duced a full million bales and still not be as 
low as it was at the end of some of the pre- 
vious crops. Great Britain could lose 400,000 
bales of ner reserves and still not be starv- 
ing and the continent of Europe, except Ger- 
many, could lose 250,000 bales of her stocks 
and still be carrying more cotton than she 
carried in 1910 or 1911. Of course Germany 
would take a lot of cotton if she could get 
it and of course European spinners elsewhere 
than Germany are carrying minimum sup- 
plies in their warehouses, but will they re- 
plenish these supplies from 18c to 20c cot- 
ton, for that is tne prices of today in nearby 
Europe, and in Russia thep rice is still 
higher. 

American mills last year used 6,900,000 
bales of American-grown cotton—will they 
pay $25 more per bale this year and use & 
similar or a larger amount? The size of 
the crop is not the important problem. The 
crop is about to move—its weight should 
stop the market, if nothing else stops it. 
We cannot advise buying cotton at this level 
—the risk is greater than the reward.

Washington, Avgust 29.—(Special.)— 
Neither Senator Hoke Smith nor Sena- 
tor Hardwick would comment today 
upon President Wilson's address to 
congress on the imminetly threatening 
strike situation. Senator Smith is at 
work upon a measure which he will 
introduce in the hope of avoiding dis- 
aster. 

Representative Adamson, chairman 
of the house committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, does not ap- 
prove the suggestion that congress au- 
thorize and direct the interstate com- 
merce commission to increase freight 
This sentiment is shared by 
many democrats in both houses. They 
apprehend the political effect of such a 


into law. 
authorization to increase freight rates. 


settlement, just on the eve of a na- 
tional election. It would mean direct- 
ly unloading on the pudlic with the 
approval of congress, the increased 
cost of the railroad employees’ 
mands. 

Already Has Authority. 


The attitude of Representative 
Adamson is that the interstate com- 
merce commission already has author- 
ity in fixing rates to take into account 
all of the elements of railroad cost in 
determining what is a reasonable rate 
for the service rendere.. ‘Congress 
would stultify itself in reiterating this 
law,” he said. “If the adoption of an 
eight-hour day places additional bur- 
dens upon the carriers, the commission 
can, on its own motion, readjust rates 
to take care of the increased cost of 
operation. I am unwilling to take it 
for granted that it would mean the 
greatly increased cost. the railroads 
claim. 

“In my opinion, the first two sugges- 
tions of the president are fine and meet 
every requirement of the situation. I 
believe they could speedliy be drafted 
I dowbt very much if the 


could be put through at en early date. 
If the senate will adopt the president's 
first two recommendations and amend 
my bill increasing the membership of 
the interstate commerce commission 
from seven to nine members, which 
bill has already passed the house, I 
think we can stop the strike without 
trouble. 

“It is very foolish for the railroads 


to raise an issue over increased wages 
at this time when they are more pros- 
perous than ever in history. It is not 


fair to assume that there will be any 
large increase in labor cost because of 


de- | the adoption of an eight hour day, or 


at least such an increase as would jus- 


j tify the levying of further burdens on 


those who pay the freight.”
